THE BAPTIST CHURCH IN BERLIN. 

Before the excessive cold weather of winter came, 
a friend and I made several attempts to find the * Bap- 
tsten Gemeinde,”’ as we find the society is called, but 
without success. A few Sabbaths since, we renewed 
the search, and with the assistance of a police man's 
directions, we succeeded. The difficulty arose from 
the facet that the street on which the building stands 
has been quite reeentiy named. It is Sehmud Strasse, 
No. 17. [tis long since we have been so interested. 
We first went down there, some two miles, quite the 
other end of the city, to afternoon service, at 4 o'clock. 
We found the building to be a neat, modest house, the 
lower story occupied by Mr. Lehmann, the preacher, 
While the upper was a hall for worship.

The worship was conducted just 
as it is at home, only more like that ata secial meet- 
ing in some respects, and itdid seem in spite of the 
language, as if we were in one of our New England 
villages. We were in rather an out of the way part 
of the city, and no noise from the streets came in to 
disturb the worship. For the first time this side the 
water, 1 saw that pleasant family look, which a New 
England congregation, where all are friends and neigh- 
bors, so often shows.

BAPTISTS IN OREGON,

that Territory are about to get up a College. He 
does not, however, give @ very encouraging account 
of the churches there, they being generally in a declin- 
ing state. Hethoas refers to the church in Oregon 
City, and to his own ellorts 

Our chareh in this erty has a smal! meeting- house, 
twenty by thirty feet, well located ‘They have two 
lots together on Main street; one for ther meeting- 
house, and one for a parsonage house, should they 
build one. These lots are worth about one thousand 
five hundred dollars, and their house about one thou- 
sand dollars. When | same here I was very poor, 
had tt few brethren to help me, and those few indis- 
posed to do much. My congregation was small, and 
but little attention paid me by the public ; and the 
salary given me by my kind brethren in the States 
was altogether insufficient to support my family. Un- 
der such circumstances, | was under the necessity of 
laboring tor my support, and believed that while town 
property was cheap, | had better obtain some for my- 
self, and improve it, to lessen my expenses. In this I 
succeeded, and as a consequence find my expentes to 
be much less than otherwise they would have been. 
Lalso beheved it to be my duty to obtain property in 
the city forthe chureh. 1 have collected a small 
church, and though my congregatiwn is rather small, it 
is twice as large as it used to be, and the prospects of 
the Baptists in thiscity are tolerably good. ‘The min- 
isters of other denominations have all had a breeze of
